10,000 Plants Ready 
To Make Munitions, 
Says War Dept. Aide 


New York, Ju n e 20 (AP)—There 
are 10,000 industrial plants in the 
United States prepared to start the 
m anufacture of m unitions immedi­ 
ately, Louis Johnson, assistant sec­ 
retary of W ar, told the convention 
of the Advertising Federation of 
America today. 
Johnsori’s address was broadcast 
and dealt with “industrial prepar­ 
edness for security.” 
He said the W ar departm ent su r­ 
veyed the capicity of industry to 
produce m unitions of war, repre­ 
sentatives of th e departm ent visit­ 
ing more th an 20,000 plants. 
“We found facilities to m anufac­ 
ture practically all of our military 
needs," he added. “As a result of 
these surveys, 
we selected 
10,000 
plants to which we gave definite 
schedules of production. 
If tomor­ 
row were m obilization day we could 
turn to these plants, give them an 
order and they would begin at once 
to m anufacture m unitions.” 
Johnson said the departm ent had 
undertaken a program of “educa­ 
tional orders to prepare industry in 
time of 
peace 
for 
its 
war-time 
duties.”

Tientsin—chief water gate-wav to 
all that part of China. 
The British have been retreating 
doggedly—in the trade and political 
sense—ever since the war started 
two years ago, until finally they have 
arrived at Tientsin, which may be 
described as their last line of de­ 
fense in this area. 
If the Japanese push the English 
any further, it will be into the sea 
And that is precisely what the Nip­ 
ponese are trying to do by means 
of their blockade which threatens 
hunger for some 1,500 British sub­ 
jects. 
Ostensibly the blockade was start­ 
ed because the British refused to 
give up the four Chinese who were 
claimed by the Japanese to be ter­ 
rorists working against Japan. 
Apart from the immediate issue, 
however, the conflict between Japan, 
and England over trade and political 
interests would still be under way 
It looks like a fight to a finish, at 
this distance.

Biloxi, M iss, (AP) — Loyal Mis­ 
sissippi Sons of Confederate V eter­ 
ans see their chance at last to turn 
Beauvoir, G ulf coast home of Je f­ 
ferson Davis, into a shrine they hope 
will be the M ount Vernon of the 
south. 
The old building, surrounded by 
oaks, cedars and magnolias, stands 
near here on the long highway bor­ 
dering the gulf. 
For years the state has been sup­ 
porting Beauvoir as a home for 
southern veterans of the Civil war 
and the widows of veterans. 
Now 
only seven old soldiers and a few 
widows are left. Therefore, the state 
doesn’t w ant to spend any more 
money keeping up the place. 
The sons want to take It over and 
Governor Hugh W hite promised to 
help them m ake the place a shrine 
for the south. 
Davis bought the building in 1879 
and there started his book, “H ie 
Rise and Fall of the Confederacy.”

They still are eating regularly al­ 
though sometimes fresh vegetables 
are lacking, and they still dress dog­ 
gedly for dinner. 
Occasionally a 
stiff shirt is worn for two evenings 
because of laundry difficulties — a 
m ajority of the washermen are out­ 
side the concession and the laundries 
w ithin are over-burdened. 
Probably the most startling change 
occurred within the ranks of so­ 
called “coffee takers” or “early birds” 
who for years have met daily at 6 
a. rn., at the British country club, 
outside the concession. 
The early birds are missing keenly 
the regular meeting there for a 
morning walk exercising the dogs, 
swimming in the club pool and 
breakfast of toast with a spot of 
coffee.

offers. 
It is only a ‘few’ because 
many who are Inside the church still 
do not build on the foundation which 
is Christ. 
Of course then it apears 
to those who are without that the 
church has nothing to offer. 
“Some time ago a writer for a 
leading periodical attended church 
services of every description from 
Maine to California. His conclusion 
and that of many people he inter­ 
viewed was: ’The church has noth­ 
ing vital, gripping, and enlighten­ 
ing to say.’ 
He writes: ‘I have lis­ 
tened for one sermon that would 
open up a new vista of understand­ 
ing and feeling, and I have listened 
in vain.’ 
He went on to say that 
he has made discoveries in modem 
books, occasionally a motion picture 
enlarges his vision, sometimes he 
meets a person whose vitality is a 
tonic, but find this in the church, 
never.

nothing enlightening for him. 
“Yet that is just what many people 
say, 
perhaps unconsciously, when 
they offer excuses for not being in 
their places on Sunday morning. 
They work late Saturday night and 
Sunday morning is the only time to 
sleep. 
But not many work later 
than midnight. So there is still time 
for eight hours sleep, and God. The 
fact Is they prefer sleep to God. 
What of the afternoon for the need­ 
ed rest, instead of a trip in the 
car? 
Some say they can get more 
of God outside among the trees and 
the flowers. 
But they can get a 
great deal more of the Greater in 
earth, and sky and sea, if they first 
are conscious of Him in their heart 
and soul and mind. 
And there are 
a myriad other excuses: ‘Church 
music is slow, the church is warm, 
ministers are always after money, I 
have small children.’ Church music 
is one of our deepest expressions of 
joy and love. 
It is no warmer at 
church than at home, or on the golf 
course, the ball park, or the high­ 
way. 
Perhaps ministers are always 
after money, 
A going church can’t 
be conducted without it, and they’re 
always after It because it is so hard 
to get aqd people so slow to give. 
The parents who have small children 
to guide and direct need the church 
most of all. 
“The real reason people ignore the 
church is because they feel it has 
nothing to offer, nothing they need. 
Functions once performed exclusively 
by the church are now carried on 
by other agencies; charity by the 
government, healing by science and 
medicine, mental peace by psychol­ 
ogy. education by secular schools, art 
and music by professional entertain­ 
ers. 
You can get all of these things 
outside the church, and in some 
cases more efficiently than when the 
church was the exclusive agent of 
them all. What then has the church 
to offer that is unique, that we can­ 
not find anywhere else? 
The one 
unique thing the church has to offer, 
now and forever, is the rock on 
which it is built, Jesus Christ. This 
is the answer: The church offers 
Jesus Christ. If a man says to that: 
The Gospel Isn’t for me.’ 
It hap 


as ourselves, or do unto others as we 
would have them do unto us? Only 
God, only Christ has such power over 
a man, and that is what the church 
has to offer. 
“A man who lived outside the 
church, who pretented to be com­ 
pletely satisfied, made this confes­ 
sion: ‘I feel like a musician without 
an instrument, a student without 
books, a man in a strange land with­ 
out a guide or interpreter.’ Few will 
admit it, but that is the situation of 
every man outside the church. He is 
in a strange wilderness and needs to 
know God's will and God’s way. The 
church offers the Bible and where 
else in the world can a man find 
that? 
It tells him his duty to God, 
to himself, and to his fellowmen. 
It gives the only infallible rule of 
faith and practice.’ Some churches 
may offer only a plan of social ac­ 
tion, a book review, an entertain­ 
ment. but the church, which is the 
church in deed, offers the Bible. 
Whatever foundation a man may lay. 
he will feel uncertain, like a man in 
a strange land without guide or in­ 
terpreter, unless he has what only 
the church offers: The word of God. 
the living word of Christ. 
“The man who says the church has 
nothing to offer usually offers noth­ 
ing to the church. 
We get out of 
anything what we put into it. 
Let 
a man enter into the work of the 
church, the Bible school, the young 
people’s activity, and he will find 
the church offers more than he an­ 
ticipated 
He will experience the joy 
of giving himself In service for 
Christ, and of forgetting himself 
while doing it. 
‘As a man sows, so 
shall he reap.’ 
He who is miserly 
with the church will not receive very 
much. 
The Pharisee and Saducee 
thought Christ had very little to 
offer, but those who ‘left ail and fol­ 
lowed Him,’ found that He offered 
service, and love and life such as no 
one else could give. 
"Let us go a little deeper. 
The 
church offers to every man a new 
birth. 
He who thinks the church 
has nothing for him has never ex­ 
perienced the regenerating work of 
Christ on his soul, and heart. Like 
Nicodemus he is mystified by the 
necessity of being born again. What I 
is the regeneration the c h u r c h 
offers? It is putting off the old man 
of sin, the selfishness, pride and 
conceit that is within each of us. 
It is putting on the new man, the I 
faith, 
love and goodwill 
that is 
Christ. 
It brings us out of bondage 
to our passion and lust into the re- 
lationship of sons cfi God, and there­ 
fore brothers of man. 
The new 
creation the church offers you and 
me is a life of love and service in­ 
stead of a life of self-love and self­ 
living. 
When 
we 
r e c e i v e 
the 
church’s offer of new life through 
Christ we receive the Master’s Spirit 
in life and death. It is hard to love 
our enemies, to do good to those who 
are unkind, but when we take Christ 
into our hearts we are able. 
Let us 
receive Christ, let us be regenerated 
men and women, so that the world­ 
ling 
without will 
see 
what 
this 
church has to offer. 
“I cannot fail to mention that tho 
church offers Spiritual life. We can 
read the Bible, and pray, and com­ 
mune with God outside the church, 
but how many do? 
Here we And 
fellowship with God and one another 
which we can find in no other circle 
of men. Christ said: Where two or 
three are gathered together in my 
name there am I in the midst of 
them.’ 
The church is the inner 
sanctuary where we are with Christ, i 


learning to know Him, and love Him, 
and serve Him. 
You spend time 
here in the presence of God, you 
would never spend otherwise. 
The 
church offers spiritual life, and the 
rich devotion and joy that accom­ 
panies it. 
“The church offers to her mem­ 
bers a passion for the man lost amid 
the things of the world. 
God does 
not bring us here merely to sit in 
blissful communion with Himself. If 
the outlet of our Spiritual life is 
closed then the inlet is closed, too. 
The new life the church 
offers 
ceases to flow into us when it ceases 
to flow out of us. 
In God’s divine 
plan every church member Is a soul 
winner. 
That is what the church 
offers — to make you a soul winner. 
The only way we can show we have 
received the gift of Christ is by 
bringing others to Him. 
‘By their 
fruits ye shall know them.’ 
What 
has the church to offer? — one 
simple, divine, soul sustaining life 
to all — through Jesus Christ."
